Their restoration, if it take place at all, is intui- 
tively felt to be an effect of divine power. 

And yet it is not necessarily a miracle, for but 
few, comparatively, even of the direct results of 
the great power of God, are of a mireculous char- 
acter. An effect is not mireculous, merely be- 
cause it is super-natural, or above the mere powers 
of natare; but otily when it is conéra-natural, or 
in direct opposition to the ordinary coarse of na- 
ture. Now the resurrection of a dead sou! is not 
against nature, seeing that this is but the restora- 
tion of its own proper life in God, a life which it 
has lost by the fatal stab of sin. But it is as 
mach above mere nature as any work of creauve 
emery can be. 

God, it is true, commands us to make to our- 
selves new hearts, to rise from our state of spiritu- 
al death, and the like expressions. But this no 
mre implies that we have an inherent ability to 
do such a thing, than Christ's command to Lazt- 
Tus, to come forth from the sepulchre, imp! ies that 
the decaying body was able to restore itself to the 
activity of life. Hrs bidding the palsied man to 
rise, ond take wp his bed, and walk, did not wnply 
that he had any inherent power to perform such 
actions. Thoagh the actions in these instances, 
were the personal actions of the individuals ad- 
dressed, and were their free and voluntary mo- 
tions as much as any subsequent acts of their lives, 
yet who does not feel, that “the excellency of the 
power was of God?” Soin moral resurrection 
and healing, the actions are those of the soul it- 
self, freely pecturnwed in all possible volantariness ; 
end yet tis menifest that they are wrought of 
God, by the effectual working of bis mighty pow- 
et. To suppose that « work of creative and irre- 
eistable grace in the soul is necessarily inconsist- 
ent with our voluntary agency, is to limit the Holy 
One, and to exclude him from a field of operation 
which it is inconceivably umportant and desirable 
that he should occupy. As Chadnock says: “ God 
who knows bow to make a will with a principle 
of freedom, knows bow to work upon the will, with- 
owt estrenching wpon or altering the essential 
privilege He hath bestowed upon it. He that form- 
ed us, asa potter doth bis vessels, knows very 
well the handles whereby he may take hold of us, 
without making any breach in our nature.” 

Though the unrenewed soul is in a state of 
death, it is to be understood that this is not the 
deadness of a luwp of clay, or of a bone long un- 
burned, and bleached amid the sands of the desert.

EXOOMMUNICATION 

This word, not being found in the Bible, is 

generally conmdered as a harsh, frightful word of

human invention. It came to be so considered, 
po doubt, because of the harsh, crue! and unscrip 
tural manner in which the church's power of ex- 
Bat the word itself 
is quite unebjectionable, and ws very expressive ; 
ie exact meaning is “ petting out of communion.” 
It is peculiarly an ecclesiastical word. The pow- 
er and duty of the church to pat an offending 
member out of its communion is not only fully 
and explicitly declared in the New Testament, 
but such a power w the fitful aod inherent right 
of all social bodies. No person may be permitted 
te continue his membership of such a body, while 
he wilfully violates its iawa, and thwarts the very 
purposes of its furmatuen. Under the ancient dis- 
pamnten OU Oone enorme in * put out 
who offended aguing. the law of Moses,as we 
do those who offend against the law of Christ. 

As the abuse of this power has been very great, 
it may well deserve oar consideration how far it 
ts limited by the Hbly Scriptures, and what is the 
scriptural manner of exercising it. Dr. Brown 
says, “never, but for sins plainly prohibited by 
the Divine Law, and obéljnately continued in, 
ought this censareto be inflicted; nor ought it 
to be inflicted but in a prudent, impartial, orderly 
meek and solema manner, when thus inflicted it 
ts sufficiently terrible.”— Dis. Bid. 

W hat ws the +eriptural act by which the church 
“puts out of ite communion” members which it 
decides to be offenders? The best congregation 
sl divimes held that Matthew 1f 
tains all the ecclesiastical authority which the 
Lord Jeens Christ, our great bead, 
any perticular chorch. “If he neglect to hear 
the chorch, let him be to thee ss & heathen man 
and a publican.” The seme of the charch having 
been taken—that a brother Ime commuted an of- 
fense, he is next to be admonished, and if he 
will not “ hear the church,” that is, will not regard 
their admonition, he is to be treated as “a hea- 
then man and « publican,” as an offender and an 
anbeliever. A vote of the church, “ that he is no 
longer in communion” will warrant al) the breth- 
ren im so treating him, 

Pan! says “withdraw yourne! ves from every broth- 
er that walketh disorderly.” 2 Thes. 3:6. “A man 
that = an heretic, afier the first and second sdmo- 
nition, reject.” Titos 3: 10. “1 would they 
were cut off that wouble you.” Gal. 5: 12. 
“ Pot away from you that wicked person.” 1 Cor. 
5: 13. All these directions are fully complied 
with by vote of the charch—that the “ disorderly 
brother,” the “heretic,” the “wicked person” is 
ne longer in commenion with the cherch. Al!
